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In response, for the first polymer electrolyte, Applicants elect a sulfonated copolymer, 
wherein 2-15 mol 4,4' -bis (4-chlorobenzoyl) diphenylether and 85-98 mol 2,5-dichloro-4- 
phenoxybenzophenone are copolymerized (see the bottom of page 103 in the application). 

As for the second polymer electrolyte, Applicants elect sulfonated polyether (consistent 
with the election for claim 1 1 as set forth below). 
Election of Species for Claim 4 

On page 2 of the Office Action, in paragraph 2, the Examiner indicates that claim 4 
recites numerous species of the electron-attractive group. 

The Examiner requires that Applicants elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on 
the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be 
allowable. 

In response, for the electron-attractive group in claim 4, Applicants elect -CO-. 
Election of Species for Claim 11 

On page 4 of the Office Action, the Examiner indicates that claim 1 1 recites numerous 
species of the second polymer electrolyte. 

The Examiner requires that Applicants elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on 
the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be 
allowable. 

In response, for the species of the second polymer electrolyte in claim 11, Applicants 
elected sulfonated polyether. 
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Election of Species for Claim 12 

On page 5 of the Office Action, the Examiner indicates that claim 12 recites numerous 
species of the second polymer electrolyte. 

The Examiner requires that Applicants elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on 
the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be 
allowable. 

In response, for the species of the second polymer electrolyte in claim 12, Applicants 
elect sulfonated polyether ether ketones.
